For further separating and cleaning the fibers and forming lap.

For further drawing-out and parallelizing the fibers into sliver form. 


SLUBBER 


For drawing-out, twisting the fibers into strands called roving, and winding on 

bobbins.

THE DOUBLER 

For doubling to obtain uniformity, parallelizing the fibers, and forming lap.
